control at this moment of world; 
crisis. 
One doesn't have to believe in j 
Communism or even to agTee with all 
of Moscow's actions, In order to i 
recognize this fact. Russia has other 
able statesmen, but Stalin's leader­ 
ship lias been unique. His word is J 
aceirted by his followers as final, and . 
so it has come about that in inter­ 
national affairs his voice is the voice 
of the entire Soviet Union, 
Rules in War and Peace 
Tile sigils long have been that no 
important decision is taken without 
Stalin’s approval. I may have men- s 
Honed in a previous column that I 
recently I heard an internationally 
known military personage state that 
the Marshal, not only in name b u t1 
in fact, was the Generalissimo of I 
the Red Annies. Tile broad strategy 
for the whole Soviet effort is said 
to have been hts, and it was the 
opinion of the general in question , 
(Who wasn't Russian) that Stalin is 
one of the great strategists of his• 
time. 
What has been true of war ha* 
been true of other things. The po­ 
litical strategy is credited to him. 
And going back a score of years to 
the time when he took over the 
leadership after Lenin’s death, we 
find him charting the great Soviet 
industrial program, after ousting 
the fiery Trotsky who wanted to 
throw all Russia’s energy into mak­ 
ing world revolution. 
Well, now, you couldn’t remove a 
captaincy like Stalin's without at 
least temporarily causing confusion 
in Russia and consequently over the 
globe at large. Tills might not be so 
bad in normal times, but it could 
easily produce grave results in the 
midst o fthe critical situation which 
now exists throughout Europe and 
Asia, and will contimu for many 
months. 
So it’s a relief to learn from Ain 
bassador Harriman th a t the Mar­ 
shal not only is well, but appears 
greatly refreshed by his vacation in 
the Black sea region. ll Is doubly 
encouraging to hear from well In­ 
formed quarters in Moscow that the 
new exchange of views between Pre­ 
mier Stalin and President Truman 
—for which Harriman acted as me­ 
dium—may have an important te a r­ 
ing on future collaboration among 
the Allies.
